HIS PENSION. 


Mrs. 
Grenham Will Get the Dead Man's 


CRRh, Thcugb He Had Xot Drawn It for 
Three Yearn. 
CHICASO, June 4.—There has been 


considerable discussion as to whether 
Secretary Gresham's pension has been 
discontinued, whether there is any 
back pension due him, and whether 
his widow can continue to draw the 330 
per month, which was allowed him for 
wounds received before Atlanta in 
July, 1S64.

Person Outside of the President 


and Secretary of State. 


June 4.—Tha belief 


grows that Attorney General Olney is 
to b? made secretary of state. The 
appointment has not been finally de- 
termined, bnt our correspondent has it 
Monday night on the authority of a 
member of the cabinet that it has been 
earnestly considered and that the indi- 
cations now are that it will be made 
within a- week. He added that Mr. 
Olney's colleagnies in the cabinet were, 
as a rnle, hopeful of his transfer to the 
state department. 


"Mr. Olney's is not the only name that 


has been considered, but it is certain 
that the thoughts of the president first 
turned to him after the death of Secre- 
tary Gresham. This was natural; be- 
cause for two years the attorney gen- 
eral has been more familiar with state 
department affairs than any other per- 
son outside the president a ad secretary 
of state. 


In everv serious diplomatic compli- 


cation his advice has been sought and 
usually followed- 
Mr. Cleveland has 


long- regarded Mr. Olney as the ablest 
member of his cabinet, and the Boston 
lawyer has for a lon$r time been to all 
intents and purposes the premier of 
the administration.

FOREST FIRES, 


They Are Serious at 
Many 


. Points in Pennsylvania. 


The Coon Run Settlement Completely 


Wiped Out 


Forty-Six Oil KlgB Reported Destroyed— 


FlrcH Are Raging; All Along- the Buf- 


falo, 
Rooheitcr and Pittsburgh 


Railroad—Toirni Threatened. 


BRADFORD, Pa., June 4.—Forest fires 


are again ranging in this vicinity, and 
much property is being destroyed. Five 
rigs, tanks.and boiler houses, belong- 
ing to the Middl eland Oil Co., were«de- 
stroyed near Hunter Run, seventeen 
miles from Kane, Sunday. A large 
quantity of logs and lumber were 
burned. Fires are raging along the 
line of the Erie & Buffalo, Rochester 
& Pittsburgh railways between this 
city and Johnsonburg. 


The settlement of Coon Run, in Elk 


county, ten miles from Kane, is re- 
ported completely wiped out. There 
were twenty-five dwelling houses in 
the village. Before telegraph commu- 
nication was shut off forty-six oil rigs 
•were reported destroyed. 


To the York, near the New York 


state 
line, 
forest 
fires 
surround 


Knapp's creek. Communication is shut 
ofE, and the damage can not be ascer- 
tained. 


The extremely warm weather has 


made the forests as dry as tinder. 
At 


Hunter's Run, seventeen miles south- 
east of Kane, 200 men were engaged all 
Saturday night and Sunday fighting 
the fires. , 


At Westline, a few miles from Kushe- 


que, and the terminus of the Mt. Jew- 
ett, Tviimm & Riterville railroad, a fire 
broke out Sunday evening. A force of 
men fought its advance all night with 
considerable success, but a brisk wind 
gave energy to the smoldering embers, 
and caused them to startup again with 
redoubled fury. 
The course of the de- 


structive conflagration was in the di- 
rection 
of Talliho. 
A large house 


owned and occupied by Sid Hathaway, 
together with considerable of the con- 
tents, was consumed. Elisha K. Dine 
lost several thousand feet ot logs. A 
Buffalo firm is said to have also been a 
heavy loser, 


B. E. Hazlcton lost a small skidway 


of logs and several hundred cords of 
wood at Hilhurst Saturday. 
At a late 


hour Sunday the fire was reported un^_ 
der control. 


At Silver Run, Hammond & Andrews 


and Stout & Holden lost several hun- 
dred feet of logs. 
At Ormsby the 


forests are OQ fire. 


At Dent, on the Buffalo, Rochester & 


Pittsburgh railroad, and at McAm- 
bley's the woods are burning. At the 
former place the Emery Oil Co. has 
been fighting to protect its property. 
At the latter place scarcely anything 
is left to be devoured except the few 
houses that comprise the village. 


The east hill at Toad Hollow is a 


monument of fire. Capt. Jones has 
last one or two rigs, and more property 
on the George Pike farm is in danger. 


Fires are raging all along the Buffa- 


lo, Rochester & Pittsburgh from Lewis 
Run to Bingham station. Small fires 
are burning about Mt, Jewett, but as 
yet no particular damage has been 
done. There is fear of further de- 
struction from the flames at Westline. 


Over in the Neily district fires are 


fiercely rnging, though about all the 
damage that can be done has been ac- 
complished. Ball & Tate are reported 
to have lost two million feet of logs 
Sunday. On the Kinzua^Creek the 
Penn Tanning Co.'s standings-timber is 
burning, 


At 3:30 Monday afternoon fire had 


again crossed the creek at Toad Hol- 
low, and the L, Emery, Jr., steamer 
was sent out to protect the property of 
the Emery Oil Co. The pump station 
and other buildings belonging to the 
United States pipe-line were in imme- 
diate danger, but the firemen, pipe- 
lino employes and villagers have thus 
far succeeded in beating the flames 
back. 


A message from Knapp's Creek, via 


Glean, N, Y.. says fifty rigs belonging 
to Messrs. Curtis, Burns and Russell 
have been destroyed. 
The town is 


completely surrounded by fire, and 
should afresh wind spring up Monday 
night the town will undoubtedly be 
destroyed. 


Everything between Russell City and 


Coon Run has been wiped out, includ- 
ing all the rigs, tanks etc., the pump 
station of the Standard Oil Co., and the 
Elk County Pipe Line Co. 


Russell City will probably go as a 


strong west wind is now fanning the 
flames. The fire has leaped across the 
railroad track to the south, and is now 
burning in the cut lumber and logs on 
that side of Russell City. Barnsdall & 
Co. had at least serenty-five rigs be- 
tween Coon Run and Russell. 
The loss 


will run only S100 per rig, as the burn- 
ing of the rigs will not interfere with 
the (lowing of the wells. 
The loss in 


Iho Knnpps district will be heavier, as 
the wolls are pumped and an engine is 
destroyed with every rig.

The practical working of a new sys- 


tem-of healing was shown for the first 
time in the office of the Portsmouth 
Stove and Range works in the E.'kst 
End this morning. 
The new stove, 


invented and patented by Frank V. 
Knauss, of that institution, which has considerably, 
been mentioned in the TIMES on several 
occasions, was in position, and the ex- 
hibition was entirely satisfactory and 
highly gratifying to every one inter- 
ested. It is the realization of a long 
hoped and wished for end. and prom- 
ises to place Mr. Knauss well up in the 
list of prominent inventors. A detailed 
description of the stove and theory of 
the system would necessitate the use 
of technical terms unintelligible to the 
general public. It is not theory that 
the public is after, anyhow, but practi- 
cal, tangible results, and it is such 
results that make this contrivance the 
valuable one that it is. 


Among those who inspected the stove 


this morning were Henry Smith, of 
Cincinnati, manager 
of 
the 
Metal 


Worker and The Iron Age, prominent 
trade journals, and W. E. Anthony, of 
Detroit, northwestern 
representative 


of the Portsmouth Stove and Range 
works. The latter gentleman is en- 
thusiastic over the patent to an extent 
exceedingly uncomfortable 
this hot 


weather. 
He can stand over the red 


hot stove explaining the 
why and 


wherefore of the arrangement with as 
much sang f roid as he could possibly 
command in mid winter. 


The stove in operation today is the 


"Ariol Retort" and in addition the sys- 
tem is utilized in the "Aqua Retort," 
the names indicating the difference. ' 
The stovo is arranged so that air can 
be supplied through the bottom of the 
stove from u pipe leading to theouts.de 
or through the two side air chambers. 
The grate is in the rear and slants to- 
ward the center. The fire, instead of 
burning as in the ordinary way, from 
the bottom up through the fuel, burns 
from the rear across to the front of the 
fire chamber. The smoke and ga:>si:s 
pass over the coals and are consumed. 
An air chamber in the center utilizes 
thivt part of the grate giving twice the 
ordinary heating surface and preveul- 
ing 
burning out the inside of the 


stove, which has hitherto been an in- 
surmountable obstacle, and one ren- 
dering 
the 
system 
impracticable 


Heaters can be connected at the top, 
and through them au entire house can 
be warmed from the one stove. One 
great feature of the system is that it 
will burn anything and everything. 
Soft coal slack, which has been of 
practically no value, burns readily. 
Lignite, a substance 
found 
in the 


northwest, and which has never before 
been utilized for heating, burns as 
nicely as the best hard coal. 


Numerous 
appliances 
have 
been 


planned to achieve this end, but none 
have been successful. 
In the north- 


west hard coal sells at from S9 to S13 
per ton and this renders it impossible 
for many persons to keep adequate 
fires. 
Lignite is worth only from Su 


cents to SI per ton, and the value of 
the new system here can readily be 
seen. It burns to even better advant- 
!age than the best coal. 
Any fuel is 


consumed entirely, making the stove 
an economical as well as a superior one 


Mr. Anthony predicts an immense 


demand for the stove in the north- 
west and orders have already been 
been placed by some who have heard 
of the. invention. 


The one on exhibition was made 


from the original wood patterns and is 
the only one so far completed. 
The 


manufacture of it at the works here 
will make a large 
addition to the 


foundry necessary and this will prob- 
ably be made soon. 
The model has 


been in us? all the past winter and 
Mr. Knauss has remodeled and addi-d 
to it and now has it completed and 
satisfactory and the manufacture will 
probably be commenced soon.
